30,000 FARMERS OWN 


$4,000,000 STOCK OF 
FEDERAL LOAN BANK 


U. S. Institution Here Is Eighth 
in Country to Be Taken 
Over by Borrowers. 

Thirty thousand farmers of Mis- 
souri, Illinois and Arkansas now 
own the entire $4,000,000 capital 
stock of the St. Louis Federal Farm 
Loan Bank, it was announced to- 
day. 

When the bank was organized, 
the Government supplied its $750,- 
000 of capital. The last of that 
sum was repaid last July, and in 
the ‘meantime, farmers had built 
up the capital to the present fig- 
ure. Each farmer borrower ac- 
quires stock equal in value to 5 
per cent of his borrowings. 

The St. Louis bank. was the 
feighth to be acquired exclusively 
by the farmers. The GOvernment 
now owns less than $1,000,000 of 
the stogk of the remaining four 
banks. When the banks were or- 
ganized it invested $4,000,000.

HOPE TO CHANGE SITE 
OF FEDERAL BUILDING 


City Plan Commission to Dis- 
cuss Subject With Wash- 
ington Officials. 


A committee of the City Pian 
Commission will consult represen- 
tatives of the United States Treas- 
ury and Postoffice departments on 
their arrival here next week, as to 


the site of the new Federal build- 
ing. 

The committee, named at last 
night's Meeting of the Commission 
at the Meibourne Hotel, is com- 
posed of Charles M. Talbert, A. M. 
Cornwell and A. 8. Langsdort. The 
Government representatives, as 
named in dispatches, are T. H. 
Flynn of the supervising architect's 
office, Treasury Department, and 
F. E. McMillin, general superin- 
tendent of engineering for the 
Postoffice Department. 

The Government's present plans 
for a bullding on the east side 
of Fourth street, between Chest- 
nut and Market, conflict with 
plans of the City Plan Commission 


for future development of the 
river front district. A part of the 
commission's tentative plan was 


to make a parked space east of the 
old Courthouse, and to leave an 
open tract, which should give a 
view of that historic building from 


the river. 
Options Expire Oct. 15. 

As was told in July, the Gov- 
ernment has made it possible to 
add to its present holdings at th« 
southeast corner of Fourth and 
Chestnut, by taking options on the 
property south to Market street. 
The options, which expire Oct. 15, 
are on the J. 8. Merrell Drug Co. 
site at the corner, and an interme- 
diate strip owned by John &. 
Leahy. ; 

‘The price to be paid by the Gov- 
ernment, if it should exercise the 
two options, would be about $450,- 
000. The Government paid $300.- 
000 for the site at Fourth and 
Chestnut streets, this price being 
supplemented by about $30,000 
subscribed by property owners of 
the downtown district, so that the 
former owners received $330,000.

Definite Announcement of 
Candidacy for League 

/Honor Made by Foreign 
Minister of Free State.

By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Sept. 15.—TIreland’s 


candidacy for a nonpermanent seat 
in the Council of the League of 
Nations is “formal-and definite.” 
This statement was made to the 
Associated Press today by Desmond 
Fitzgerald, Foreign Minister of the 
Irish Free State. 

Herr von Schubert, the second 
ranking member of the German 
delegation to the League, said Ger- 
may would have no objection to 
Ireland’s candidacy and indicated | 


that Germany might voté for her. 

The Latin-American caucus sub- 
committee labored until early this 
morning without being able to de- 
cide whether Uruguay or Salvador 
should be the Latin-American can- 
didate. for the third nonpermanent 
seat, with one year’s tenure. 

The caucus finally voted, 6 to 4, 
to support Salvador for the third 
seat. Uruguay withdrew her dele- 
gate, announcing that she would 
carry the matter to the assembly. 

England Prefers Canada. 

Interest centers on the ques- 
tion whefher Great Britain will 
support the Irish Free State’s as- 
piration. 

A British spokesman declined to- 
day to disclose the attitude of his 
delegation, but according to reports 
in the League lobbies, England 
would prefer Canada to the Free 
State as a member of the Countil. 

The Irish Delegation in a com- 
munication to the representatives 
of all the dominions asks their sup- 
port, declaring that in its judgment 
the Dublin Government’s candidacy 
will best serve dominion interests. 

Sir George Foster of Canada, 
speaking before the .assembly, in- 
sisted rigorously upon the right of 


the British dominions group to be 


_——--_. 


represented on the council in equa- 
lity with other political or region- 
al groups, and emphasized that the 
dominions must always be consid- 
ered as possessed of equal privileges 
with other members of the League. 

The candidates for nonpermanent 
seats include Belgium, China. Per- 


pia. Portugal, Rumania, Poland and 


Holland, Six seats are available 
after three of the total of nine are 
allotted to Latin-America. 
Tatin-American Candidates. 
The Latin-American caucus has 
chosen Chile, Colombia and Salva- 
dor for their three seats, but Uru- 
guay will be an independent can- 
digate on the floor of the Assembly. 
Portugal is vigorously pushing 
her candidacy on the ground that 
Spain's resignation has left the 
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Iberian peninsula without repre-| 
sentation on the Council. 

Desmond Fitzgerald, Free State 
Foreign Minister, in a speech be- 
fore the Assembly today regarding 
the report of the Commission on 
Reorganization of the Council, 
made no mention of Ireland's can- 
didacy, but. emphasized that the! 
Assembly should be _ left free to | 
choose its representation on the 
Council, 

Arguing against giving separate 
geographical groups what amount- 
ed to permanent Council represen- 
tation, he said: 

“Any one nation or any one 
group of nations is not likely to be 
right all the time. I am against a 
hierarchy, either in the Council of 
the Assembly.”

Rudolf Christoph Eucken, dean of 
German, philosophers, died today 
from pneumonia.

No dogs are allowed in the Em- 
bassy Apartments, Washington and

The disturbing incident occurred

A scuffle ensued for possession 
of the elevator lever. Miss Mang- 
er alleges the boy struck her and 
attempted to choke her. He denied 
this. She is guing the Koplars for 
$20,000 damages. But she and her 
mother and the terrier still are at 
the Embassy, and, because of Miss 
Manger’s valiant stand for dogs’ 
rights, elevator operators have 
ceased to snub terriers, poodles and 
whatnots. 

Miss Manger is a daughter of the 
late Ferdinand H. Manger, man- 
ager of the Fred Harvey restau- 
rants at Union Station, who died 
in February, 1925, willing a large 
estate to his wife and four chil- 
dren. 

Depositions in the damage suit 
are being taken by Walter Hezel, 
attorney for iMss Manger, and by 
James V. Frank, counsel for the 
Koplars. Nat Koplar and Odell 
Weaver gave depositions yesterday, 
and Sam Koplar gave his recently. 

Nat Koplar testified that he 
knew nothing about the “dog in 
the elevator” incident. He admit- 
ted he owned the Embassy Apart- 
ments, but said his older brother 
Sam erected the building for him, 
assisted in its operation and split 
the profits equally. 

Negro Denies Blow. 

Weaver testified that he was 
merely following instructions when 
he refused to transport Miss Man- 
ger’s dog in the passenger eleva- 
tor. He had been warned that he 
would lose his job if he allowed 
dogs in his elevator. Miss Manger 
seemed to care more about her 
dog than his job, he continued. 

‘hk didn’t strike her,” he said. 
“All I did was to touch her arm 
to prevent her from getting the 
lever.” 

Sam Koplar deposed that one 
day he found Miss Manger’s dog 
cavorting on an Oriental rug in the 
lobby and thereupon warned her 
that she must keep the dog in the 
garage and never let it enter the 
passenger elevator. As a special 
concession, he consented to “kindly 
go blind” and allow the dog to be 
taken to Miss Manger’s suite occa- 
sionally, by a freight elevator. 

Sam Koplar’s Story. 

Koplar related the following 
conversation which he said took 
place after the incident of Jan. 14: 

“I says to Miss Manger, ‘Now 
how can I blame this elevator boy 
for holding that elevator still when 
She says.
